REMARKS 

This reply is being timely filed as February 15, 2010, which falls on a Monday, is a 
Federal holiday. 

Claims 1-28 are pending in the present application. 

The Examiner has required election in the present application between: 

Group I, claims 1-6 and 27; 

Group II, claims 7-10; 

Group III, claims 11-13; 

Group IV, claim 14; 

Group V, claim 15; 

Group VI, claim 16; 

Group VII, claims 17-19; 

Group VIII, claims 20-23; 

Group IX, claim 24; 

Group X, claims 25-26; and 

Group XI, claim 28. 

As stated in the Notice of Non-Compliance, the Examiner has required an election of 
species (3)-(8). 

Previously, Applicants made the following elections. 
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For the purpose of examination of the present application, Applicants elected, with 
traverse, Group I, claims 1-6 and 27, directed to the hair treatment composition. Claims 1-6 and 
27 are readable upon the elected subject matter. Applicants traverse for reasons of record. 

Also, for the purpose of examination of the present application, Applicants elected the 
species of Example 1 (claims 1-6 and 27). As acknowledged by the Examiner, at least claim 1 is 
generic. 

Regarding the Notice of Non-compliance, Applicants elect, with traverse as follows: 
• species (3) of the amino-modified silicone with the tradename: "KF-8005" as used in 
Examples 2-5. This compound has the following structure: 
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wherein m is 300 and n is 1. Claim 10 reads on this species. 

• species (4) of solution of a highly polymerized methylpolysiloxane with the tradename: 
"KF-9013" used in Example 4. The solution consists of 80% by weight of 
decamethylcyclopentasiloxane (so-called "D5") and 20% by weight of a highly 
polymerized dimethylpolysiloxane having the following structure: 
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Claim 12 reads on this species. 

• species (5) of glycerol, which is used in Examples 2-4. Claim 15 reads on this species. 

• species (6) of sodium polyacrylate described at page 17, line 1 of the specification. 
Claim 16 reads on this species. 

• species (7) of stearyl trimethyl ammonium chloride, which is used in Example 4. Claim 
17 reads on this species. 

• species (8) of crosslinked organopolysiloxane as described in the paragraph bridging 
pages 18-19. 

An example of the crosslinked organopolysiloxane is the addition reaction product of the 
methylhydrogenpolysiloxane below with the alkenyl-containing methylpolysiloxane below: 




wherein m is 80 and n is 2; 
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wherein a is 50.
